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HUD may pick city 
'model community' 


'The grant will be used to buy 
homes from HUD... ' 


Romulus may be one of the 
“model communities” for a unique 
federal grant designed to root out 
abandoned housing owned by the 
Federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) 

Mayor Terry L. Trout t said the 
community will apply for a 
demonstration grant to pay HUD for 
between 30 and 40 abandoned homes 
in the city’s Meadows Subdivision. 

“The grant will be used to buy 
homes from HUD so they can be 
turned over to persons who will 
bring them up to code and hopefully 
buy them,” Trouttsaid. “It’s similar 
to a plan used in St. Louis to sell 350 
abandoned homes during the past 
few years.” 

Under the program, designed to 
comply with a federal law which 
prohibits HUD from selling homes at 
less than their value, the money will 
be used to keep accounting straight 
within the housing section of the 
government. 

Cities receiving the grants then 
will oversee repairs on the homes 


and insure that they are well kept by 
persons receiving them. 

“The homes will be turned over to 
persons who show they have the 
borrowing power and capability to 
repair them,” Troutt said. “Once 
they are repaired, the person living 
in them is given the option of con- 
tinuing to live there for another two 
years paying rent. 

“Then he’ll be asked to buy the 
home, and if he can’t, it will revert 
back to the city.” 

Troutt is high on the HUD 
program since it provides an in- 


centive to persons who can’t find 
housing to make usable housing 
livable again, and then to keep it up. 

“It’s unlikely that a person who 
puts much time, money and labor 
into a home to bring it to code will 
abandon it like in the past,” Troutt 
said. “It’s more likely that the 
persons buying the homes will be 
valuable members of the com- 
munity.” 

The application for the grant is 
being prepared now in Romulus and 
will be sent to HUD by the August 
deadline. 

“I’d say thqt 70 communities 


participated in last week’s con- 
ference which was used to announce 
the plan,” Troutt said. “And since 
some already have their own 
programs, I don’t expect them all to 
apply. 

“Romulus, where the problem 
with HUD housing greatly affects 
housing on the outskirts of the HUD 
area, is a prime area for receiving 
the grant,” Troutt added. “I’m 
confident it can help this com- 
munity, and demonstrate to others 
that the HUD housing problem can 
be licked.” 

Nationally, the federal govern- 
ment hopes to offer $5 million to five 
communities in the initial pilot 
program. 

More funds will be made available 
if the initial program proves a 
success.

Conference with Troutt last week 
were Romulus Council President 
Pro Tern Joan A. Lee, a resident of 
the Meadows area, and City At- 
torney William S. Munger.

Huron strife delays Romulus intercept plans 


Romulus’ plan to build a multi- 
million dollar drain intercept to help 
alleviate drainage problems in the 
community, and escape even higher 
maintenance costs on drainage 
systems leading to the Detroit River 
and Lake Erie has been halted 
because of the strife surrounding 
Supervisor George W. Moore’s lack 


of a regular schedule at the Huron 
Township Hall. 

“We’ve been waiting fora meeting 
with the township officials for some 
time to see if they’ll participate in 
the drain program,” said Romulus 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt. “Since that 
meeting hasn’t been set, we’re about 
to go ahead with the planning and

leave Huron out of it.” 

Original plans for the storm drain 
program called for a massive 
“storm drain intercept” to be 
constructed down the corridor 
between Middle Be|t and Inkster 
roads to the Huron River in Huron 
Township. The drain was to traverse 
five miles of the township, and cost

A dispute over how much time a township supervisor 
should spend in the Township Hall has lead to a motion 
of censure and a demand for the resignation of the 
supervisor of Huron Township by the Township Board 
of Trustees. 

And while he admits he isn’t on a set schedule at the 
Township Hall in New Boston, Huron Township 
Supervisor George W. Moore said he will not “leave the 
post the citizens have elected me to.” 

Five of the present Huron Township board members 
have signed a resolution demanding Moore’s 
resignation “so that the business of our township can 
be directed on a daily basis by persons who have the 
interest and concern for the health, safety and welfare 
of the people of our community.” 

Board members Mary* Lou Carey, Harvey Carey, 
John Puskar, R F. Sullivan and W. J. Gieirman have 
signed the resolution which Moore terms “a piece of 
paper with no legal consequence.” 

Mrs. Carey, who is the township clerk, claims the 


board action came after Moore attended only five of 15 
regular township meetings since the beginning of his 
term and is not available in his office for meeting the 
citizens. 

“We’re wondering: Does Mr Moore have no regard 
for the people?” Mrs. Carey said. “He doesn’t come in 
regularly and the board feels he isn’t doing his job but 
is conducting outside business on township time. 

“So the board is willing to take this action.” 

Moore said the charges are erroneous since “it takes 
more than sitting in the office between 9 a.m and 5 
p.m. to tend to township business. 

“1 admit I have no regular schedule, but I’m tending 
to township business at least 80 hours each week by 
attending meetings in the City-County Building and 
other areas to make sure the township gets its full 
share and is recognized 

“I call the office two or three times each day, and if a 
board member or a citizen wants to see me, it’s only 
logical he makes an appointment. 

“Being full time doesn’t mean sitting in an office, so 
I’d like to know what I’m not doing ”

Plans are being devised for a more 
costly intercept to be placed un- 
derground along the right-of-way of 
Middle Belt Road to the the Huron 
River. 

“There would be no problem, 
since the Road Commission owns the 
right-of-way,” Troutt said “But 
construction would tie up Middle 
Belt and be more costly since the 
drain would have to be covered. 

“Still, it’s cheaper to go ahead 
with the intercept plan, and for the 
city and airport to take over the 
drains, since assessments on such 
drains as the Blakely Drain and the 
Ecorse Creek for maintenance 
during the next four or five years 
will more than equal the cost of 
taking over the entire drainage 
system and diverting the water to 
the Huron River.’’ 


Huron Supervisor Moore had 
agreed to go along with the plan, but 
hasn’t obtained the approval of the 
township board And with the board 
demanding his resignation over a 
tiff on how' much time he should 
spend in the township hall, it ap- 
pears as though no more progress 
will be made 

“It’s too bad,” Troutt said “In the 
past years, Huron was asked to join 
in the original sanitary sewer 
system for this area and turned it 
down. 


“Later it had to get in on a more 
costly basis. 

“The same could happen here, 
since once the work is done for 
Romulus, it’s going to be more 
costly to increase the size of the 
drain intercept for Huron, and the 
City of Romulus won’t be sharing In 
that cost in the future.” 

Completion of preliminary studies 
on the feasibility of the drainage 
plan would be one month away, once 
Romulus and the ariport agree to go 
ahead

Two Inkster youngsters 
were found dead in the 
Huron River by officers of 
the Wayne County Sheriffs 
Marine Division after they 
apparently had slipped 
down a 40-foot em- 
bankment into the water. 

The youngsters — 
Brandon Mingo, 5, and his 
brother, Robert, 9 — were 
found last Thursday after 


disappearing while 
walking toward a tot lot 
near the Lower Huron 
parkway swimming pool. 

According to Det. 
Richard Williamson, the 
youngsters — the sons of 
Ernestine and Robert 
Mingo of Pine Court, 
Inkster — were at a family 
outing near the parkway’s 
pool when they left to play 


on the tot lot at 1:50 p.m. 

When the mother 
discovered they were not at 
the tot lot, she reported 
them missing to a park 
ranger. 

Sheriffs officers were 
called to the scene at 2:15 
p.m. after park rangers 
learned that some pic- 
nickers had seen what 
looked like two youngsters 


fall into the river near the 
Woods Creek area of the 
park. 

Searchers going over the 
area on foot found hand and 
foot marks running down a 
muddy 40-foot em- 
bankment into water which 
has pools as deep as seven 
or eight feet, according to 
Det. Williamson.

The only mayoral can- 
didate to take out petitions 
for office and formally 
announce his intention to 
run has added three per- 
sons to his slate. 

Clayton W. Meldrum, the 
former building depart- 
ment head in Romulus, 
said he will be running with 
candidates Kenneth R. 
Howington, Joseph R. 
Kochanoski and Charles 
Harris on the September 
primary election ballot. 

“These three are very 
good candidates, and are 
interested in the com- 
munity,” Meldrum said in 
announcing the formation 
of the slate.

Meldrum indicated he 
will include one more 
candidate on a slate prior 
to the September primary.

Up in space 

Americans, 


Russians will get together 


...American and Russian engineers had to overcome 

technological hurdles... 


Americans and Russians will try 
next month to do something in space 
that’s been difficult on the ground — 
get together. 

Three astronauts will ride an 
Apollo spacecraft to a rendezvous 
with two cosmonauts in a boyuz. 
They’ll link up, spend several days 
orbiting Earjh and conduct social 
and scientific experiments. 

The undertaking is called ASTP— 
Apollo-Soyuz Test Project. It had its 
beginning in May 1972, when the 
United States and Russia signed 
papers saying they’d work toward 
get-together in Earth orb t, and 
they’d try to do the same on the 
ground. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration had some 
Apollo spacecraft left — three moon 
flights had been curtailed. And the 
Soviet Union has an energetic 
manned space program. 


Before they could deal with 
sociological aspects of the mission, 
American and Russian Engineers 
had to overcome technological 
hurdles. Most serious was the dif- 
ference in atmospheres from one 
spacecraft to the other. 

U.S. astronausts live in a low- 
pressure, puref-oxygen atmosphere, 
unlike the normal air we breathe 
(even under ideal conditions). 

Cosmonauts, on the other hand, fly 
in an Earth-like atmosphere — 70 
percent nitrogen and 30 percent 
ozygen at sea-level pressure. 


The trouble is, these unlike at- 
mospheres don’t link together 
easily. It gives pilots the bends 
when they move from one com- 
partment to another. It’s the same 
kind of problem deep-sea divers 
have when they go from high 
pressure of deaths to lower pressure 
at sea level. Nitrogen bubbles out of 
the blood and lodges in the joints. 
The bends is exquisitely painful, at 
least crippling, and often fatal. 

So a docking module was built as a 
transition from pure oxygen to 
oxygen-nitrogen It rides on the nose 


of the Apollo command module. 

Cosmonauts Aleksei Leonov and 
Valeri Kubasov will launch from 
Russia’s Baikonur Cosmodrome on 
July 15. About 7Vfe hours later, 
Astaronauts Thomas P. Stafford, 
Vance D. Brand and Donald K. 
Slayton will ride a Saturn IB from 
NASA’s Kennedy Space Center. A 
little more than 44 hours after the 
Apollo launch, the two will meet and 
dock 140 mi|es above Earth. 

They will spend about two days 
together, exchanging bilingual 
pleasantries, going from spacecraft 


to spacecraft and doing science. 
Then they’ll separate and the 
cosmonauts will, after another two 
days, head home One and a half 
days later, the Americans will 
splash down in the Pacific Ocean 
near Hawaii. 

Both cosmonauts, Leonov and 
Kubasov, have flown in space. Brig. 
Gen. Tom Stafford is the only 
American crewman who is a space 
veteran— of Gemini and Apollo 
flights 

Probably the most unusual man in 
either flight crew is Donald K. 


(Deke) Slayton, the world s oldest 
flight-ready, rookie astronaut. 
Slayton learned to fly during the 
Neanderthal days of World War II, 
when he flew 56 combat missions 
over Germany in B^J5 bombers and 
seven combat missions over Japan 
in B-29s. 

Slayton was one of America’s 
original astronauts— one of the 
Mercury 7. He was ready to make an 
early Mercury flight when doctors 
discovered an occasional arrhyth- 
mic motion to his heartbeat. It never 
bothered Deke — only the medical 
men He fought to fly in space for 
more than a decade and finally won 
that right. 

Slayton will leave Launch Com- 
plex 39 aboard his Apollo-Satum 
spacecraft for his rookie flight — at 
the age of 51 years, 4 months, and 15 

days.

Get it; You paid for it

There are many people in this 
nation who scorn such things as 
unemployment insurance and food 
stamps, and they vow that they 
would never go on the dole. 

They are wrong, very wrong. 

These super-proud people fail to 
grasp the very essence of these 
benefits. They earned them. They 
paid for them for years, and so 
should not reject them as a 
humiliation but rather accept them 
as a right to which they are entitled 

No one sneers at the company 
pension or even social security as 
charity after years of toil, and those 
benefits designed for the suddenly 
indigent really are no different in 


practice as well as in principle 

It certainly is the American ethic 
to have a job, and very few 
Americans don’t want one. Rarely 
does someone actually enjoy total 
leisure, even when it’s available. 
The greatest adjustment to 
retirement is getting accustomed to 
staying home when everyone else in 
the block is on the way to the office 
or the plant. 

But there are times when that job 
vanishes, as we all well know, and 
such times do not call for either 
shame or false sacrifice based en- 
tirely on false pride. 

In times such as these, when a 
serious recession hits, many who 
lose their jobs do so for the first time 
in their entire adult lives. These are 
the people who must learn to cope 


emotionally as well as financially. 

This especially is true of the 
middle-class, where the talk 
heretofore always has been of 
promotions, of increased earnings, 
of overtime and of the ways to spend 
new bonanzas. 

There really are sad tales of 
middle class men who suddenly and 
unexpectedly find themselves 
jobless in a recession. Sometimes 
they are too ashamed even to tell 
their families, much less their 
neighbors and friends. There are 
tales of some who go off “to work” 
along with their neighbors every’ day 
and then lounge in a movie or a park 
rather than confess to the horrible 
crime of unemployment. 

And as for taking those financial 
benefits which might well tide them 


over until a new job brings its 
salvation, they sooner would sink 
into a morass Of debt and into the 
greater humiliation of borrowing 
from kin than take up that which is 
rightfully theirs. 

The history of these benefits is 
clear. The Great Depression of the 
1930s impoverished millions who 
were dutiful and unflagging 
workers, and the nation vowed never 
again. 

It, in its fashion, made the work 
force start protecting itself It taxed 
the workers for funds which would 
give relief when hard times came 

And so the worker who now must 
rely on such benefits is only reaping 
what he has sown. It isn’t often you 
can get your tax money back. So 
take it It’s yours.

Van Buren panel seeks identity

Romulus fest 
may involve 
all residents 

Romulus Bicentennial workers are aiming at uniting 
their divided community during the celebration of 200 years 
of independence in the United States. 

JackTrumble, Bicentennial chairman, said: “The goal is 
to get people in the community together, so they can know 
what Romulus really means. 

“People working together can’t help but create a good 
city.” 

To unite the community, Romulus’ committee is planning 
a number of community-wide events, starting with the July 
4 parade through the city’s downtown area. 

More than 500 persons were involved in the marching for 
the event, which ended up in the city’s Kennedy Park park 
near Five Points for a get-together. 

But a parade doesn’t unite a city alone, so the Bicen- 
tennial group is planning the first mass use of the new 
Elmer Johnson Park on Ozga Road this summer with what 
may become the first of annual city-wide picnics for the 
30,000 residents of the community. 

Scheduled for August 24, the picnic will feature games 
and some entertainment during a day-long outdoor event. 

“Two hundred years only rolls around every so often,” 
Trumble said. “So it’s important to take this time to reflect 
back on our nation and what it has meant to us and apply 
that to local communities. 

“Both the community and the country should get in the 
spirit of ’76 which helped mold American Independence out 
of what amounted to a vast wilderness.” 

To mark that 200 years, and maybe the start of unity in 
the community, the committee is planning to build a per- 
manent monument to the Bicentennial, hopefully in the 
form of a historical museum. 

Several buildings, including a more than 100-year-old 
home at Grant and Wayne roads, the old Romulus Township 
Hall and the Romulus Train station are being considered as 
places for the museum. 

In addition, historical buildings in the community will be 
marked with plaques, and the memories of older persons in 
the city Will be recorded on tape for posterity. 

But Romulus’ celebration isn’t only a community thing. 
Trumble said that several service clubs are planning to 
participate in the Wayne County Bicentennial Parade to 
emphasize Romulus’ position within the Wayne County 
community. 


Building an identity for 
the township area is the 
idea behind the Van Buren 
Bicentennial Committee 
celebration plans. 

Marilyn Montgomery, 
co-chairman of the 
Bicentennial committee, 
said: “The idea is to make 
people aware they live in a 
fine community and to 
promote this with people 
projects which get them 
together. 

“People don’t realize, it 
seems, that when they 
work together, they can 
accomplish much. 

“We’re out to prove it.” 

Planned for the com- 
munity’s celebration is a 
year-long series of 
weekend activities, 
utilizing both the Van 
Buren Park and the land 
around Van Buren 
Township Hall to host the 
community. 

“Working on this has 
given me new insight into 
the people of Van Buren,” 
Mrs. Montgomery said. 
“We’ve had to restructure 
the plans several times, 
because the people are 
coming out in larger 
numbers each meeting and 
volunteering to work. 

“At first, the committee 
hoped for maybe 20 good 
workers, but the numbers 
of those involved has 
surprised us and seem to be 
growing.” 

The manpower will be 
utilized, too. 

Plans are being made for 
a history of the Van Buren- 
Belleville area, recorded 
both on tape and in print. 

The history then will be 
stored, probably in the old 
Van Buren Township Hall 
on Main Street in 
Belleville. 

The location of the 
museum is significant, 
according to Mrs. Mon- 
tgomery, “because the 
committee believes that 
unity goes beyond just 
getting Van Buren citizens 
together.” 

“We’re talking about the 
entire area, including the 
city, participating in a 
celebration of our pride.” 
She added: “I think the 
history is significant to 
prepare, because we 
learned during research 
that people apparently 
didn’t want to record for 
posterity their doings 100 
years ago, and we’re at a 
loss to restructure what 


this area was like. 

“If we’re interested 
today in what happened 100 
years ago, then people 100 
years from now will be 


interested in what we’re 
doing today. They’ll have 
an 'advantage over us, 
since we’ll be recording our 
activities for them.” 


Van Buren’s projects are 
being funded by a bingo, 
the only one authorized by 
the State of Michigan for a 
Bicentennial Committee. 


“It’s proving successful 
at both raising money and 


getting people together,’ 
Mrs. Montgomery said. 


Monument may mark 
Belleville observance 


The Belleville contingent 
. of the nation’s celebration 
of 200 years of in- 
dependence hopes to mark 
its service by creating a 
monument along Belleville 
Lake. 

The Belleville Bicen- 
tennial Committee hopes to 
build a nature center along 
the High Street side of the 
lake as lasting tribute to 
the 1976 observance of 200 
years of independence in 
the United States. 

Work is going on not only 
with the city fathers in the 
community of 2,500 per- 
sons, but also with county 
and state agencies which 
may oversee the use of 
waterways and land. 

And to finance the 
program, the Bicentennial 
Festival committee is 
hoping to establish a city- 
wide fair during the next 
few months. 

“You have to have 
money to do some of the 
projects that are planned 
for the city,” said Judy 
Fruit, festival committee 
chairman. “The fair idea 
seems to be attractive.” 

Plans are being made to 
create an “old fashioned” 
fair with residents being 
invited to sell wares which 
date back into 200 years of 
American heritage. 

Events will include 
horseshoe pitching, a glass 
blowing demonstration, a 
sheep shearing and 
weaving demonstration.

Lottery marks 
Bicentennial 


Michigan’s new 
Bicentennial Lottery 
commemorates a tradition 
older than the United 
States itself, because 
lotteries have been around 
since before this nation was 
founded 199 years ago. And 
Western Wayne County 
residents can try their luck 
while celebrating the 
nation’s 200th birthday. 

While modern, state-run 
computerized lotteries are 
relatively new, U.S. history 
is replete with govern- 
mental or private lotteries 
to raise money for a 
variety of purposes. 

Early colonists in 
Jamestown, for instance, 
were supported by lotteries 
conducted by the set- 
tlement’s organizers, the 
Virginia Company of 
London. -Drawings were 
held from 1612 to 1621. 

Lotteries in early 
America were conducted 
by churches, educational 
institutions and individuals 
with increasing frequency. 
Generally, some govern- 
mental permission was 
required for a lottery, 
sometimes with a fee or 
percentage to the 
authorizing unit. 

The colorful history of 
lotteries in America never 
has seen anything, 
however, like Michigan’s 
Bicentennial game. It is 
considered the “Richest 


Lottery in American 
History.” 

Tickets for the Bicen- 
tennial game will go on sale 
three months prior to the 
Oct. 14 drawing date, with 
sales slated to halt in late 
September. However, due 
to a limited supply and 
based on demand for the 
tickets, the sale may end 
sooner than September. 

Each Bicentennial lot- 
tery ticket will contain a 7- 
digit number that will 
determine whether you win 
and how much you win on 
the drawing date. 

Seventeen or more 
winning 7-digit numbers 
will be drawn. If the lottery 
number on your ticket 
matches the last four or 
more digits of the winning 
number, you’ve won and 
will have up to one year to 
claim your prize. 

The grand prize goes to 
the ticket holder matching 
all seven digits of the first 
prize number. The prize 
will be $500,000 and $25,000 
a year for 20 years. 

if you match the last six 
digits of that number the 
prize is $250,000. For five 
digits, it’s $5,000, and $500 
for four digits. 

The prizes vary with the 
number of digits matching. 

The Bicentennial ticket 
costs $5 and will be 
available at lottery ticket 
sales outlets.

Four groups have agreed 
to build floats for the 
parade, offering the 
township in southwestern 
Wayne County the 
recognition Conant 


believes is lacking. 

“We want to help put 
Sumpter on the map for 
some of the other persons 
from this general area who 
may not know we exist,” 
Conant said. “I think the 


people of this community 
are proud they live here 
and by participating in the 
parade, they’ll show the 
whole county.” 

To finance planned ac- 
tivities the Sumpter

Holiday traffic to be heaviest 


Fears of possible future 
gas price increases coupled 
with the traditional exodus 
of vacationers to northern 
retreats are expected to 
make the holiday the 
heaviest traveled 78-hour 
Fourth of July weekend in 
state history. 

“Many motorists in an 
attempt to beat the higher 
costs of fuel have been 
vacationing close to home, 
but an-increasing number 
of Michiganians now are 
beginning to take more 
long-distance trips,” said 
Joseph Ratke, Automobile 
Club of Michigan touring 
manager. 

With the July 4 holiday 
signaling the start of 
summer vacation for tens 
of thousands of Michigan 
families, long-distance 
travel should increase even 
more. 

“Many persons may feel 
that with gas prices on the 
rise this may be the last 
time they will be able to 
take a long-distance car 
trip as cheaply as today,” 
Ratke said. 


Drivers are expected to 
log approximately 696 
million miles on state roads 
during the July 4 weekend. 
This is only five million 
miles less than motorists 
traveled over last year’s 
holiday, which was a 102 - 
hour period, and nearly 50 
million miles more than the 


record 78-hour July 4 
holiday in 1971. 

“Vacationers apparently 
are ignoring Michigan’s 
current 13.2 percent 
unemployment rate and 
the fact gas prices have 
risen for eight of the last 
nine weeks by also taking 
more trips in Michigan 


than ever before,” he 
added. 

The upcoming July 4 
weekend officially begins 
at 6 p.m. Thursday and 
concludes at 12 a.m. 
Sunday. 

Peak travel times will be 
from 5 to 10 p.m. Thursday, 
when most motorists head 


for holiday destinations, 
and from 2 to 10 p.m. 
Sunday, the major 
return home period. 

f “Frustrating traffic 
delays, particularly along 


the uncompleted portions 
of 1-75 between Bridgeport 
and Bay City, can be 
minimized if motorists 
start trips before or after 
these time periods,’’ Ratke 
recommended.

Edwin Poindexter is on 
his back at a hospital 
awaiting a doctor’s 
decision about a blocked 
saliva gland. 

Poindexter, the state 
champ from Inkster High 
who captured the Gass B 
state hurdles’ titles for an 
unprecedented third 
straight year is one of a 
score of “blue chip” prep 
track and field athletes 
who make up the 1975 Daily 
Eagle-Associated News- 
papers’ All-Area Track 
Team. 

The names of two 
athletes from Belleville are 
on the list of prep field 
stars. 

Joining Poindexter on 
this year’s All-Area track 
honor roll are teammates 
Russ Bailey, Michael 
Andrews and Deron Early. 
That foursome, in- 
cidentally, makes up the 
880-yard relay team which 
finished fourth in the state. 
They have been clocked in 
1:31. 

Bailey, also a senior, has 
been eyed by Michigan 
State University scouts as 
a possible candidate for the 
Spartans’ team. The 
speedy Inkster sprinter 
was second in the state in 
the 100-yard dash, covering 
the territory in a fast 9.7 
seconds. He placed second 
in the 220 with a 21.8. / 

Andrews also is a senior 
whose versatility helped 
him earn a fourth place 
medal in the low hurdles. 
Early ran second in the 
speed relay and has two 
years of varsity com- 
petition ahead of him. 

Other members of the 
coveted team are: Victor 
Busby (Belleville), Mike 
Alimpich (John Glenn), 
Mike Kendall (Cherry Hill) 
and Eugene Poitevint 
(Belleville) who were 
drafted for the field events. 

The runners include half- 
miler Bill Johnson (Cherry 
Hill), miler Ted Unold 
(John Glenn), sprinter Roy 
Mason (Wayne Memorial), 
quarter-miler Greg Hill 
(Wayne Memorial) and 2- 
miler Dale Brown (Cherry 
Hill). 

Hurdler Tom 
Jakubowski, Westland 
John Glenn’s, premier 
trackman, could be used in 
almost any event, while the 
mile relay team was 
drafted from Cherry Hill. 
The foursome is made up of 
Pat Kendall, Mike Smith, 
Jim Myers and Bill 
Johnson. 

Glenn’s 440-yard relay 
team was given the nod 
over the area teams. Its 
lineup includes Frank 
DeLuca, Terry Bixler, 
Fred Shoemaker and 
Jakubowski. 

Jakubowski, a senior, 
has scored more points in a 
single season than any 
other athlete in the school’s

history. His 269 points 
earned for him a small 
niche in the Rocket record 
books. 

Tom also was a triple 
champ this season in the 
Northwest Suburban 
Conference. He won the 
lows in 20.1, (his best time 
for the year is 19.4 ) and the 
highs in 14.4, (14.2 is his 
best time). He also cap- 
tured the gold medal in the 
long jump (21 feet, 5*£ 
inches). However, at the 
Metro-West meet recently 
the 18-year-old athlete 
leaped 22 feet, 5 inches. 

“Tom is an excellent all- 
around athlete who can be

Jakubowski also placed 
fourth in the state, com- 
peting against Gass A 
competition.

Hedefinitely has a 
shot at former All-Area 
distance star Jim Lock- 
wood’s mark of 4:19.0. 

Alimpich graduated this 
month and the rugged 196- 
pound, 6 foot-3 inch athlete 
cleared 6 feet, 2 inches in 
claiming the Northwest 
Suburban title in the high 
jump. An excellent student 
who is on his way to West 
Point, Mike also lettered in 
basketball and football. 

Glenn’s 440-yard relay 
team captured the 
inaugural Wayne In- 
vitational title and the 
Elks’ Relays crown. Along 
with Jakubowski, th£ 
team’s nucleus has three 
juniors: DeLuca, Bixler 
and Shoemaker who will 
make ’76 equally 
auspicious. 

Bixler has been clocked 
in 10.1 and 22.8 for the 100 
and 220-yards, respec- 
tively, while Shoemaker, 
an excellent wrestler- 
gridder, has run the 100 in 
10.5. DeLuca has sprinted 
to a 10.5 in the 100. 

Busby is on his way South 


to join his parents who 
moved during Victor’s 
senior year at Belleville. 
The 18-year-old, 6 foot-2, 
210 pound athlete ended his 
prep career by tossing the 
shot 50 feet, 3 inches. He 
finished fourth in the 
regionals held at Ypsilanti. 

“Victor was a very 
consistent performer for 
us,” said Bruce Romant, 
Belleville Hieh coach. 

Poitevint capped his 
senior year with the league 
(Suburban 8) title in the 

long jump He leaped 20 
feet 33 inches to earn All- 
Area consideration and 
placed fourth in the state. 

“Eugene was one of our 
best competitors on the 
team,” Romant said. 
“Injured a good portion of 
the season, he came back 
to win a league title and 
that’s something.” 

Mike Kendall wrapped 
up two years of varsity 
competition by leaping 13 
feet in the pole vault. That 
earned him the Tri-River 
Conference’s runner-up 
medal and a berth on the 
All-Area team. Versatile, 
he also has high jumped 5 
feet, 10 inches and could be 
used in the mile relay, if 
called upon. 

Johnson is a junior whose 
1:58.4 effort provided him a 
league title in the half-mile.

“Bill was our key man 
when he stacked our 
relays,” Grasley said. “We 
established a 4-mile relay 
record at the WW and also 
won the 2-mile relay title at 
the Wayne Invitational. He 
anchored the latter with a 
1:58.6. 

Brown, another junior, 
holds the school record for 
the 2-mile run at 9:48.2, a 
time that paved the way to 
a gold medal in the league. 
Only in his second year of 
competitive varsity 
competition, Dale emerged 
as one of the better 
distance runners because 
of his “endurance,” ac- 
cording to Grasley. 

The Spartan mile relay 
team is stacked with un- 
derclassmen.

Pay phones 
to cost more 


The days of 10-cent paid 
phone calls may become a 
thing of the past if the 
Michigan Bell Co. has its 
way with the Public Ser- 
vice Commission (PSC). 

Michigan Bell has 
requested PSC permission 
to increase local coin calls 
from 10 cents to 20 cents, a 
plan that is part of an $88 
million proposal currently 
before the state panel for 
its approval. 

“Wfc’ve kept the price of 
a local coin call at 10 cents 
for 23 years, but steadily 
rising costs and inflation 
have forced the company to 
ask for this increase,” said 
Haze Wilson, a Michigan 
Bell manager in Western 
Wayne County. 

He added that each pay 
telephone costs $850 to 
maintain on a yearly bus. 


There are an estimated 
52,000 coinoperated 
telephones in the state, 
including 600 in Wayne, 
Westland and Canton 
Township. 

The initials costs for 
installing such a phone has 
increased from $60 to $220 
for the telephone set, and 
from $160 to $520 for the 
typical phone both 

Wilson said vandalism 
and theft also have con- 
tributed to the overall cost 
increases. An estimated 
$7,800 in coin telephone 
receipts were stolen and 
more than $31,000 spent to 
repair or replace damaged 
or stolen units in the state 
last year 

“These loses ultimately 
are shared by all our 
customers,” he added

Waterfalls, sand dunes, 
multi-colored sandstone 
cliffs and a ghost town 
highlight a 4Q9-mile cir- 
cular tour through the east 
central Upper Peninsula. 

Starting from St. Ignace, 
the tour route first goes to 
Tahquamenon Falls. The 
next stop is the Seney 
National Wildlife Refuge, 
where animals from bears 
to bald eagles are 
protected, followed by a 
jaunt up to the Lake 
Superior sand dunes at 
Grand Marais. 

Still more Lake Superior 
scenery awaits visitors at 
Munising, the western end 
of the Pictured Rocks 
National Lakeshore. From 
Munising, the tour heads 
south to two state parks— 
Fayette with its ghost town 
and Palms Book, site of an 
intriguing bubbling spring. 
The tour returns to St 
Ignace along the scenic 
Lake Michigan shore. 

Visitors will see not one, 
but two cascades at the 
Tahquamenon Falls State 
Park The Upper Falls, 
more commonly known as 
the Big Falls, has a sheer 
drop of 40 feet and a width 
of 200 feet at the crest. The 
Lower Falls consist of a 
series of short drops and 
rapids. 

To capture the full 
beauty and drama of the 
falls— the second largest 
east of the Mississippi— 
visitors not only should 
hike through the state park 
but also approach them 
from the water. Excursion 
trips to Tahquamenon 
Falls are available either 
at Soo Junction or Hulbert. 

The Toonerville Trolley 
picks up passengers at Soo 
Junction for a narrow- 
gauge railroad trip to the 
Tahquamenon River, 
where a boat is boarded to 
ride to the falls. The round 
trip takes 64 hours, a 44- 
hour boat-train ride— the 
Tom Sawyer Riverboat— 
takes off from Slater’s 
Landing near Hulbert. 
Both enterprises offer daily 
excursions through early 
October. , 

More than 200 species of 
birds nest at Seney 
National Wildlife Refuge, 
south of Seney. Visitors 
might sight such animals 
as mink and otters, if they 
take a suggested auto tour 
through the refuge. There 
is no admission charge to 
the 95,000-acre preserve, 
which also includes picnic 
areas, foot trails, fishing 
spots and a visitor’s center. 

A different terrain 
awaits travelers at Grand 
Marais, which, with its 
sand dunes, aptly has been 
called a “northern 
Sahara.” The beach bet- 
ween Grand Marais and Au 
Sable Point is a 
rockhounder’s delight. 
Charter boats are available 
at Grand Marais for “deep 
sea” fishing in Lake 
Superior.

Near drowning 
also a danger 

Anyone who is rescued from the water and revived after a 
neardrowning incident should be rushed to the hospital — 
Regardless of how he or she feels. 

Near-drowning interferes with the blood-gas exchange in 
the lungs, and serious complications can follow, sometimes 
even “delayed death” a few days after apparent recovery 
The hospital is the only place where near drownipg 
victims can receive the breathing assistance and intensive 
pulmonary care necessary until the danger is past. 

bpeaking at a post-graduate medical course sponsored by 
the American Lung Association of Louisiana, Dr. Jerome 
H. Modell said the highest incidence of drowning is among 
people aged 10 to 19. Eighty-five percent of the victims are 
male. Many can swim, yet they drown in boating accidents 
because they arfe not wearing life jackets, ip underwater 
endurance swimming after hyperventilation, or by trying to 
swim too far. A teen-aged boy who is trying to impress his 
girl friend is a prime example 
No one knows how many Americans nearly drown each 
year, but it probably is in the thousands. U S. drowning 
deaths have averaged 6,000 a year for the past 15 years, 
more might be saved if all near-drowning victims were 
taken immediately to the hospital, Dr. Modell said.

Citizens view 
impact study 


Romulus-area residents 
can review a proposed 
addendum to the Federal 
Aviation Agency’s (FAA) 
environmental impact 
statement on expanding 
Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport July 16 in Wayne 
County Road Commission 
offices. 

The statement, which 
assesses the possible ad- 
verse effects noise from the 
airport may have on 
surrounding areas, was 
prepared by the FAA at the 
order of U .S. District Court 
Judge Cornelia J. Ken- 
nedy. 

Judge Kennedy ordered 
the statement prepared in 
a hearing March 31 during 
which she ordered a halt to 
the construction cf a $35 
million, 12,000-foot runway 
in the airport. 

The halt was ordered 
because the environmental 
impact statement on 
original plans to expand 
the runway inside the 
airport did not comply with 
all federal regulations for 
federal funding of the 
project. 

The addendum of the 


statement will be available 
at Metropolitan Airport 
and in Detroit. 

Copies will be at the 
project director’s office, 
Mezzanine, L.C. Smith 
Terminal Building and the 
Wayne County Road 
Commission Field 
Engineering Building on 
Middle Belt Road. 

Another copy will be at 
Wayne County Road 
Commission headquarters, 
415 Clifford St., Detroit. 

Public comments will be 
used in preparing the final 
supplement to the original 
environmental impact 
statement. 

Once the statement is 
submitted, Judge Kennedy 
will reconvene a hearing to 
determine whether the 
Road Commission and the 
FAA can proceed with 
construction of the new 
runway. 

Judge Kennedy made the 
order halting construction 
after Romulus citizens, and 
both the Romulus city and 
school governments 
brought suit against the 
Road Commission and the 
FAA. 


Needy purchase 
stamps for food 


Starting this week most 
Western Wayne County 
families using food stamps 
will be able to buy a larger 
amount of stamps for the 
same price they were 
paying. 

For example, a family of 
four now is able to pur- 
chase food stamps each 
month worth $162 at the 
grocery store, compared to 
$154 in food stamps for 
which the same family was 
eligible. 

The increase is part of an 
adjustment made each 
July 1 and Jan. 1 by the 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) to 
reflect changing food 
prices. 

However, some 
households with incomes 
near the maximum limits 
for the food stamp program 
will not receive the full 
increase because the cost 
of coupons which such 
households purchase will 
be increased. 

USDA also has boosted 
the amount of monthly net 
income which a family 
may receive and still 


remain eligible for food 
stamps. 

For a family of four, the 
limits will increase from 
$513 to $540 in total income, 
not including deductions 
for payroll taxes, medical 
expenses, child care and 
certain other items. 

Persons who believe the 
new standards may make 
them eligible to purchase 
food stamps should check 
with their county Depart- 
ment of Social Services. 

Kline nets 
honor 

The general agent and 
owner of K-Line Insurance 
Associates, Charles R.

“The yellowbelly ex- 
plosion may not be 
publicized as well as 
salmon and steelhead runs, 
but the average angler 
should outdo his salmon- 
hunting cousins in numbers 
of fish caught and in 
angling hours and dollars 
spent landing them as the 
news spreads,” said 
Joseph Ratke, Automobile 
Club of Michigan touring 
manager. 

The current perch 
resurgence has been 
sparked mainly by the 
banning of gill nets off 
Michigan shores and the 
planting of ale wife-hungry 
salmon in Lakes Huron and 
Michigan. The perch was in 
a losing food battle with the 
small, smelt-like alewife. 

“Lakes St. Clair and Erie 
also hold good perch 
populations again, 
although fish run smaller 
than the slab-siders 
frequently landed 
elsewhere,’’ Ratke added. 

Lake Superior’s perch 
profited less from the gill 
net ban and salmon plants. 
Its clear, cold water 
generally is not good perch 
habitat. 

As Lower Peninsula 
perch schools grow, public 
piers and boat liveries are 
expected to host thousands 
of persons using everything 
from handlines to ex- 
pensive spinning gear to 
land the 8- to 14-inch fish. 

In the last two years, for 
example, experienced 
anglers on Lake Huron’s 
Tawas Bay have been 
hauling in bucketsful of 
jumbo perch, a few ap- 
proaching the state record 
of three lbs - 12 ozs.. Ratke 
said. 

Even the party boat 
industry, once cut to a few 
craft, is enjoying a rebirth. 
At least six boats from five 
docks are operating in 
Saginaw and Tawas bays. 

“These craft carry 24 to 
33 persons each, offering 
inexpensive, family-style 
fun for persons preferring 
boat to dock fishing,” 
Ratke continued. 

Co6ts run from $5 for 
adults and $3 for children 
for a 4-hour trip on most to 
a low of $4 adult and $2 
child fares at East Tawas. 

Spring and late summer 
into September seem to be 
the hottest times for 
hooking perch — con- 
sidered one of the tastiest 
and easiest caught Great 
Lakes fish. 

“Once located, the 
schooling fish seem to bite 
at almost anything,” Ratke 
said. “Doubleheaders — 
two fish caught on the same 
line at once — are common 
then.” 

Most anglers use “perch 
rigs,” a pair of No. 6, or 8, 
hooks placed 12 to 18 inches 
apart with the lower hook 
about six inches above a 
sinker at line’s end. Both 
are baited with minnows 
hooked through the head. 


“Wigglers, grubs or 
shrimp and even perch 
eyes can be used in a 
pinch,” Ratke added. 
.‘‘Even the worst-looking, 
left-over shiner minnow at 
the bottom of a boat 
probably will land a fat 


yellowbelly when they’re 
biting/’ 

Perch usually are found 
in less than 50 feet of water. 
Schools move to the 
shallows in early morning, 
toward deep spots in bright 
daylight, then to shallow 


water toward evening. 

The same migration 
pattern is followed in cool 
spring, hot summer and 
cool fall months. 

No special regulations 
apply A state fishing 
license is needed and there 


is no size or creel limit 
except in the Les Cheneaux 


Islands area, where 50 fish

Safety: Must priority 
for boaters this year 


A record number of boats will be 
crowding the state’s waters this year, 
giving watercraft safety a greater priority 
than ever bef ore a mong M ichigan boaters. 

Secretary of State Richard H. Austin, 
chairman of the State Safety Commission, 
said: “The number of motor-powered 
boats in Michigan increased by 50,000 
between 1971 and 1974, to a year-end total 
of more than 534,000. In addition, there 
were at least another 75,000 non-motorized 
bQats in use in 1974. 

•^Tn other worcfe, without even counting 
oew boats to be purchased this season, we 
can expect more than 600,000 watercraft to 
be using our kes and streams on many 
weekends this summer.” 

He added that too often we find boat 
operators who either do not know or do not 
understand the importance of basic rules 
for safe boating. The result can mean 


severe injury - or death — to a swimmer, 
water skier, skin-diver or boat occupant. 

The increase in numbers of inex- 
perienced boaters in Michigan prompted 
the Legislature last year to provide funds 
for a massive expansion of watercraft law 
enforcement and safety programs 

The legislative action included in- 
creasing watercraft registration fees and 
requiring many owners of rowboats, 
canoes and sailboats to register their boats 
for the first time. Watercraft registrations 
are obtained at the same secretary of state 
branch offices which provide license 
plates. 

Persons who own previously 
unregistered watertraft of 12 feet or 
longer can check with any one of these 
branch offices to find out if their boat must 
be registered under the terms of the new 
legislative act.

THE BENNINGTON 7 6 FLAG , with its unusual arrangement of Stars and Stripes, 
flew over the military stores in Bennington, Vermont, on August 16, 1777. General 
John Stark * s militia led the Americans in decisively defeating a large British raiding 
force, thus protecting the precious military supplies at Bennington. This battle 
improved the morale of the American forces and so weakened General Burgoyne’s 
army as to aid in its capture two months later at Saratoga. 


THE BETSY ROSS FLAG - The Continental Congress resolved on 
June 14, 1777, “ that the flag of the thirteen United States be thirteen 
stripes alternating red and wnite; that the union be thirteen stars, white 
in a blue field, representing a new constcllation. ,, No design was 
authorized but by tradition the Philadelphia seamstress Betsy Ross is 
presumed to have designed this first flag.

PICNIC PLUSSES 


Plan on desserts that can be easily 
transported. Carry cakes and bar 
cookies in their baking pans. Pies 
travel well between paper or 
aluminum-foil plates taped together. 

Unless you have a dependable in- 
sulated cooler, avoid carrying food 
containing milk or cream and eggs. 
Don’t risk food poisoning. 

Be ready for the picnic season with a 
freezer stocked with sandwiches. 
For top-quality ones, spread bread 
first with soft butter or margarine to 
prevent soakage; use a moist, but not 
wet. filling. (Do not freeze mayon- 
naise. jelly, hard-cooked egg whites, 
lettuce or tomatoes.) Wrap sand- 
wiches in moisture-vapor- proof 
paper and label the contents. 

Bring drinking water if there is the 
slightest chance it will not be 
available. 

Pack wet washcloths in a plastic bag 
— they’ll come in handy for cleaning 
sticky hands. Or tuck in commercial- 
ly packaged moist towelettes. 

For the neatest, easiest picnic ser- 
vice. pack each complete lunch — 
from napkins and utensils to the 
dessert — in an individual box. 
basket or bag. 

Bring along preparations for coping 
with ants, flies, mosquitoes, sunburn 
and poison ivy.
